U. S. EXECUTIVE 
SOUNDS A NEW 
ECONOMY NOTE 


President Tells Bureau Heads At Gov- 


ernment Business Meeting Careful 
Guarding of Expenditures Will Per- 
mit Further Tax Slash "Within Few 
Years." 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—(I. N. S.)—America is set- 


ting the pace for the rest of the woi'ld in orderly, efficient, 
economic government, President Coolidge told the heads of 
all governmen bureaus tonight in a speech preceding the an- 
nual work of preparing a new budget. 


Pointing with undisguised pride at what has been accom- 


plished since the war by rigid economy—three reductions 
in taxes—the president declared that the bureau heads have 
'but to continue along the present pathway in order to bring 
about another reduction in taxes "within a few years." 


"If we are moderate in our ex- 
penditures," Mr. Coolidge said, "the 
natural increase in profits ought 
within the next few years to fur- 
nish us again with surplus revenue 
which will permit further tax re- 
duction." 
The president conceded it is im- 


possible to cut the present cost of 
government much. 
It now takes 
around three and one-half billions 
of dollars annually. 
The job, he 
said, is 
to 
keep 
expenses from 


mounting. 
"If you at times grow weary of 


the constant stress put upon econ- 
omy," he declared, "you will see 
that something more 
is involved 
than mere dollars and cents. 


Constructive Economy. 


"Constructm: economy docs not 


contemplate curtailing- ample sup- 
plies fpr worthy purposes and real 
needs, but it is the enemy of waste 
and the ally of orderly procedure." 
Citing the increased costs hi many 
state and municipal 
governments 


•and-*'the failure of foreign govern- 
ments to balance their income with 
their outgo, the president said with 
reference to 
the 
federal govern- 


ment: 
'' This nation has today the best 
credit in the world." 
Tax reduction, business prosper- 


ity, 
elimination 
of unemployment, 


internal improvements, more com- 
fort and luxuries In the American 
homes— all tJiese things, Mr. Coo- 
lldKe said, are the'children of econ- 
omy and efficiency in the conduct 
of government. 
"America has demonstrated that 


self government i-an be so admin- 
istered as fairly to protect each in- 
dividual ,in all his rights, whether 


. they affect his person or his prop- 
erty. 
We tax everything-, but we 


confiscate nothing."

QUEENSTOWX, Jan 30.—('J. P-) 


—The rescue ship President Koose- 
velt, came into Coik harbor tonight 
out of a stoim wrecked sea, bearing 
twenty-five men of the wrecked 
Antmoe, who, as thej put it, "had 
been through hell." 


C"ieers fiom out the dark greeted 


them It was their first link with 
land after a battle with the seas 
such as none ever hoped again to 
witness, and it was typical ot a na- 
tion's feeling of gratitude and ad- 
miration for the glorious adventure 
of Captain Fried and his men. 


The Antmoe's men who are still 


weak ftom the hunger and jolting 
of the seas in their days of waiting 
while Fried and his Roosevelt men 
tried 
e-very known expedient 
to 


bring them succor. 


And 
passengers, 
too, showed 


signs of wear. Mile. Benlta, Phil- 
adelphian wife of a foreign ambas- 
sador, was slightly injured when 
the boat took a. sudden lurch. 
First Officer Moir of the Anlinoe, 


was the first to speak after the 
tender h.id put its swaiming guests 
abroad, while passengers in their 
joy shouted and sang in return to 
the visitors' greetings. 
'"\Ve'\e dammed well been through 
hell" he observed crisply ' But these 
last couple of days 
abroad the 


Roosevelt have been heaven; they've 
been worth all these other days." 


Other rescued men stammered out 


words of appreciation for Fried and 
the rest of them who had stood by 
with sheer Yankee persistence until 
at last they beat the storm. The 
sailors seemed still stunned, but 
left no doubt of what they felt in 


their hearts for 
the -down east 


skipper. 


Gre«t*d by Countrymtn. 


The Roosevelt put off Jim Ron- 


ayne, of the Antinoe, the only Irish- 
man aboard. Five thousand of his 
countrymen 
greeted 
him 
ashore 


while cheers 
for 
the 
Roosevelt. 


Fried and crew, echoed out over 
the bay. 


Koiuiyne was "glad to be back 


in Ireland" and later he started for 
the outlying village 
where Mrs. 


Honayne and the four children were 
Keeping a now happy virgil. 
Passengers agreed that the most 


dramatic incident of the whole ad- 
venture came just after the rescue. 
On 
the 
Roosevelt, 
passengers 


watched breathlessly as the thir- 
teen men taken off the Antinoe in 
the final rescue came up the lad- 
der. Pale, emaciated and so dirty 
that they looked like stokers, they 
tumbled onto deck. 
The last of the lot—as is the cus- 


tom of the £>ea—was the skipper, 
Captain Tose, just ending his maid- 
en voyage in charge. 
"Take me to the captain," he 


gasped. 
Strong arms carried the little 


man to the foot of the captain's 
bridge. 
He reached up a dirty hand to 


clasp Fried's. 
"Thanks, captain, and God bless 


you." he said, as passengers' cheered 
and wept. 
Then, Tose crumpled upon the 


deck while the ship's doctor and

Despite the fact the budget this 
year ia slightly in excess of last 
yew's. Lord declared 
actual ex- 
penditures1 were 180.000,000 
lower. 


Lord concluded by saying that 
ho had the most unpopular job in 
the government service and while 
his heart was bound up in the work. 
"I am ready today to relinquish it 
;n favor of any successor who may 
meet its exacting demands more 
fully and satisfactorily than I."

The president speech in part fol- 


lows: 
"To eliminate competition and 
armaments and prevent the frictio? 
and 
suspicion 
which 
inevitably 
arises, the "Washington conference 
provided treaties which not only af- 
forded great financial relief but are 
effective in the promotion of inter- 
national good will and confidence. 


"Befor« us is the 
prospect of 


another conference -which holds the 
promise of further advance in this 
most attractive 
field. 
These ac- 
complishments mean international 
peace, economic prosperity and fin- 
ancial stability. 
"It is my belief that we should 


round out these achievements and 
reinforce this same general policy 
pf constructuve economr, -enlarged 
prosperity and peace, by adhearlne 
to the Permanent Court of Inter- 


• national Justice. 
'"When accompanied with proper 


reservations I can see in such action 
no diminution of our sovereignty, no 
increase in our national peril, but 
rather an instrument which will 
add more securities to human rights 
and "more guaranties to interna- 
tional tranquillity. 


"We have not reached these do- 
mestic results without struggle and 
sacrifice and the encountering- of 
opposition. <We shall not be able to 
to do much good to ourselves or 
make much contribution to the wel- 
fare of the world unless we con- 
tinue the same struggle and make 
increasing sacrifices. 


Stresns Importance. 


"To me all these proposals for 


conservation and economy do not 
seem either selfish or provincial, 
but rather 
they reveal a 
spirit 


dedicated to humanity. If these 
things are not important, then there 
nre no earthly considerations that 
are important."

war sentiment still prevailing in 
Franco, Dr. Von Jagow added. 


The former foreign minister then 


declared that Lord Grey's memoirs 
would make it appear that while 
Colonel House was reporting Ger- 
many's peace 
gestures to 
Great 


Britain, that cither Great Britain 
misunderstood Colonel House or 
Colonel House was mistaken in his 
belief that Great Britain wa>3 also 
prepared for peace. 


Might Have Prevailed. 


Dr. Von Jagow intimated that it 


was 
his 
belief 
that 
if 
Colonel 


House's observations had been ac- 
curately and well received by Lord 
Grey in 1016 that his peace efforts 
might have prevailed. 


Dr. Von Jagow, m his course of 


the interview, bitterly attacked the 
late Walter Hines Page and refer- 
red to him as "undoubtedly one of 
the war-inspiring: powers." 


The former foreign minister had 


many conversations 
with Colonel 


House and was piesent at one ot 
the conversations held between Col- 
onel House and the then kaiser. It 
is to 
be remembered that In a 


New Year's greeting to Germany 
former American Ambassador Ger- 
ald stated that the United States' 
entry into the war might have been 
avoided if the policy of Dr. Jagow 
had been followed 
Dr. Jagow was 


one of the opponents of the German 
U-boat warfare policy. 


Since the war Dr. Von Jagow 


has been living the secluded life 
of a country gentleman. 
He met 


the International News Service cor- 
respondent at the tiny railway sta- 
tion a half hour's walk from his 
home and as they walked through 
the snow he talked in fluent Eng- 
lish 
or 
world affairs, displaying 


keen interest in American atfairs 
particularly. 


Kedce Within Reach. 


In retrospect,

said, after reading the memoirs of 
Lord Grey, It seems reasonable to 
believe that peace was within reach

that the result of Colonel House's 
conversations in Berlin, justified

Alsace-Loiratne, or the:r exchange 
for a colony, as one of the peace 
conditions discussed between Lord 
Grey and Colonel House in 1916," 
said Von Jagow 
"Lord Giey im- 


plies that Colonel House suggebt- 
cd this as a condition acceptable to 
Germany.

the stage. 


During intra-mural and Nebraska 


Jnterscholastic tournaments the au- 
ditorium floor will be used for the 
four basketball courts 
w ith 
the 


crowds located in the 
balconieb 
These courts will be laid out east 
and west. 
For varsity games the court Will 
be laid north and south with tem- 
porary bleachers being installed on 
the auditorium floor to supplement 
the balcony seating facilities. This 
win jrive a seating capacity of 8,- 
500 for varsity 
games 
and 5,000 


when, all courts are in operation. 


The auditorium will also be ex- 
cellent for staging varsity wrest- 
3ing programs and promises to go 
s. long way toward popularizing the 
collegiate mat sport. 
The exten- 
sive south balcony will 
insure a 


good view of the 
matches to all 
spectators, while the large floor 
space will make it possible to use 
a stage ring- if desired. 
Gymnastic classes, 
cramped in 
the present armory quarters will 
have plenty of room on the large 
utage. 
A 
large 
steel-asbesto 
screen curtain will separate 
the 
stage from the auditorium proper 
permitting- the gymnastic work to 
continue unmolested regardless of

The fieldhouse also will be a real 
boost to indoor track. The author!- 
ies plan to provide for the installa- 
ion of a one-elg-hth of a mile cir-

building. 
This affords better ac- 
ommodations for the athletes than 
Convention Hall at 
Kansas 
City 
hich was the scene of the Valley 
ndoor meet for a number of years. 
The indoor track equipment will 


probably mean Nebraska track fans 
ivill be privileged frequently to wit- 
ness the Missouri Valley 
indoor 


meet. The university athletic pro- 
gram for the winter months will in- 
clude one or moie 
indoor 
dual 
meets, which will aid the 
Corn- 
huskeis in early preparations for 
xtensive competition on the cind- 
ers.There is a full 14-foot- basement 
underneath the 
entire 
building. 


One-thlid of the basement space 
will -be devoted to lockers showers 
and toilets, where facilities will be 
provided for two thousand men 
The remaining two-thirds of the 


basement, which will remain un- 
finished at the present time, will be 
devoted to boxing rooms, wrestling 
rooms and exercise rooms for the 
student body. Room will also be 
provided for such games as hand- 
ball and squash tennis. 
Eventually the .university plans 
to construct a swimming pool in 
the space beneath the stage. This 
room is 50x120 feet with a 20-foot 
ceiling.

false floor covers it and the audi- 
tonum is available clear up to the 
stage walls. When orchestras are 
used the flooi is removed and the 
pit is readv. 
The large social functions or the 
unn ersity are the things which will 
be fitted to the auditorium 
Par- 


ticulaih is this true of dances that 
mav be held. 
The dancing floor will be 116 t>y 


•>10 feet and will hold 1,500 com- 
fortably 
That number will be able, 
to dance with no great fear of be- 
ing crowded.

Structure Has 17,000 Tons 


Of Steel, Brick, Con- 


• 
crete and Stone. 


Winter Home Of Cornhusk- 


ers Built to Be Solid 


Campus Fixture. 


How much does a 
fteld 
house 


weigh and why? That question may 
flash through your mind as you 
view the new concrete and steel 
structure which will be the winter 
home of the Cornhuskers. 


A perusal of contractor's esti- 


mates showa that a. super-man, 01 
perhaps we should say super-men, 
who cared to reach down and lift 
the new University of Nebraska field 
house would be hoisting some load. 
The structure weighs in the neigh- 
borhood of 17,000 tons. This trans- 
lated into other scalings means 34 - 
000,000 pounds or 544,000,000 ounces. 
This tonnage represents 
brick:. 


steel and concrete. There is a total 
of 450 tons of overhead steel in the 
arches supporting the root; the bal- 
cony steel represents 250 tons, the 
footings 120 tons; the cut stone pil- 
lars at the entrance 350 tons. Re- 
maining tonnage includes 1,500 tons 
of concrete, 1,500 tons of brick and 
700 tons of cement in the balcony. 


Ground was broken for the field 


house last June, contract for tho 
bridge steel work was awarded the 
W«stovcr Steel and Iron Works of 
Lincoln July 6, the AV. J. Assen- 
macher Co. of Lincoln receiving the 
contract for the construction work 
early In September. 
Many Obstacles. 


A crew of on© hundred men was 


kept busy since early in October, 
working at top speed so that the 
building might be ready for dedica- 
tion early in February. A number 
of obstacles were met in the con- 
struction 
of the 
building. Early 


soundings showed that it would be 
necessary to sink piling to support 
the rear of the building and 50-foot 
piling were sunk to support the 
north steel span- and north wall. -The 
construction force also ran into a 
stretch of bad weather In Decem- 
ber and late January, delaying the 
work on the roof. 
Forty thousand packs of cement 


wore required during the course of 
construction. 
Fifteen 
thousand 


pieces of tile were used lor live 
basement partitions and masonu in 
the- walls. 
The walls and inside work ro- 


nuired 2,500,000 bricks, 
which 
of 
course demanded a 
regiment of 


bricklayers. A quarter of a m lllon 
fi-ct of lumber was demanded, tor 
form, floors, etc. The auditorium 
floor will be of maple laid on ce- 
ment. The concourse around the 
main floor will be of cement. Incl- 
rtcntallv this 
concourse 
is t*o 


blocks 'in length and 12 Icct in 
width. 
Cut Stone Pillars. 


' Ten cut stone pillars lend beauty 
1o the southern entrance. These p - 
lars arc of cut stone and each pil- 
lar weights around -30 tons. 
There arc 52,500 square feet of 


roof on the field house. Large sky- 
lights furnish plenty, of light so that 
iho auditorium floor may bo. used 
in the daytime without artificial Il- 
lumination. An area of glass 13,000 
bv 61-2 feet, makes t'.is possible. 


'Some idea of the size of the roof 


may be gained from the fact that 
the -building covers on the pi out d 
-.1GB feet. In width and 3 10 feet in 
length over all covered by a stool 
arch roof 60 feet in height at the 


s roof is slrel covered with 


celotcx, topped with 3 Inches of con- 
crete. Cclotex is a .composition of 
crushed and pressed cane stalks. It 
aids acoustics .and takes care of any 
seepage from the roof concrete. 


Nails in Concrete. 


-When 
the 
average sight- seer 


views the field house with its con- 
crete roof, he will not dream that 
although it is of steel, concrete and 
celotex .construction that there arc 
something like a quarter of a mil- 
lion nails in it. 
Here's the secret. After the celo- 


tex was placed on the net work 01 
wood forms, a regiment of carpen- 
ters swarmed over the roof driving 
nails In the celotex at six-inch cen- 
ters in both directions. The nails 
are imbedded in. the concrete when 
the latter is poured on, the roof. 
When the wood forms are removed 
the nails hold the celotex to hte 
concretee. Thus the. familiar . nail 
plavs an impoortant part in the im- 
mense roof, although no wod is ac- 
tually used in its construction. 
From the material used in the 


construction of the field house, u 
would appear the building is to be 
a campus fixture for a long period 
of years. It has been with this In 
view that the men in charge of 
planning the structure have been 
endeavoring to make it one of the 
best constructed and 
completely 


cquippcd buildings on the campus.

from the convention hall, as here- 
tofore. 
Another feature of the auditorium 


is the provision which has been 
made for giving banquets.

a concourse, the inside 
wall of 


which is composed of arched open- 
ing s under the balcony. Through 
these openings a crowd can -pour 
onto the floor from any spot along 
the concourse. 
It is in the concourse that con- 


vention displays can be made. By 
placing partitions from the col- 
umns supporting the balcony to the 
outside walls, 
forty-six booths 


about ten feet wide and 12 feet deep 
are available. 


1,000 On Stage. 
Portable chairs of the theater type 


will be available for tho 6,000 per- 
sons which the main floor will ac- 
commodate, while the 4,000 seats 
in the gallery are permanent. An- 
other 1,000 ca.n be scaled on the 
stage, should occasion demand. 
Entrance and exit to the gallery 


is made from the two sides of the 
concourse 
through 
"eight 
ramps 


patterned after those in the me- 
morial stadium. 


Should any convention need a 
moving picture outfit, this too, will 
be available. 
At the back of the 
gallery a projecting machine booth 
has been installed. It Is 250 feet 
from the screen, which will hang 
from the proscenium arch, which 
rises 60 feet from the floor of the 
stage and is SO feet across at the 
bottom 


Building the field liouse with a 
view to its being used as a conven- 
tion hall, the athletic department 
did not forget to provide for the 
comfort of those who would use it. 
, In the south end of tho basement, 
and directly under the main en- 
trance, lounge and rest rooms have 
been provided for 'the women, on 
the east side. Similar accommoda- 
tions are .furnished for men on the 
west side.

million dollar field house will be 
to basketball and indoor athletics 
at the University of Nebraska.

university's 
football 
plant, 


crowds of several thousand gathered 
to witness most of the games on 
the Cornhusker schedule, with per- 
haps 10,000 at the feature contest. 


The erection of 
the 
beautiful 


Memorial stadium brought a new 
era to Nebraska football. Now the 
"red letter" game on the schedule 
attracts 
in 
the 
neighborhood of 


60 000 spectators, with crowds well 
past the 10,000 mark at all other 
games. 
But the stadium has done more 
than that. It has placed football on 
the plane of an athletic spectacle 
•which is viewed with appreciation 
each year by thousands who are not 
familiar with the rules of the game 
perhaps cannot distinguish between 
a line man and a line buc.| 


Boom Indoor Sport: 


Basketball, 
indoor .track: 
and 
wrestling will doubtless receive the 
came impetus with the addition of 
the new field house to the uni- 
•verslty's athletic plant. 
The new field house, wit hits end- 


less room for playing space and ac- 
commodations for handling a crowd, 
-will bring basketball to the same 
standard. 
Every university basketball game 


this winter has been played to two 
thopsand spectators 
who 
have 


jammed and crowded their way Into 
the armory to sit or stand behind 
bankboards and fight for fleeting 
glimpses of the teams in action. 


The university management m the 
past 
has 
approached 
important 


games with 
fear and 
trembling, 


knowing 
the 
armory 
could not 


handle even the student crowd. 


Basketball in the "Big Ten" and 


in the east is attracting crowds of 
ten to fifteen thousand to important 
games and it will only be a matter 
of a few seasons until the big games 
on Nebraska's 
schedule will 
be 


played to 8,500—a capacity crowd 
in the new field house. 


The floor 
arrangemen 
of

field house is Ideal for handling 
basketball crowds 
Balconies will 


handle four thousand, while an ad- 
ditional forty-five hundred people 
can witness the g-ame from tempor- 
ary 
bleachers erected 
from 
the 


edges of the playing court. 


"A Good View." 


"A good view for every spectator" 


was the aim of the stadium builders 
and the Memorial stadium today 
stands as one of the best In the 
country for a spectator who de- 
sires to follow the teams in action 
as they wage their battle for hon- 
ors up and down the gridiron. 


Spectators who journey to the 


field house will be pleased to note 
their comfort has been considered 
In the new building. There are no 
bothersome posts in the way, and 
every spectator will have an unob- 
structed view of the palying floor. 


Plans for handling- the crowd are 


much the same as tho&e used in 
taking care of the monster football 
gatherings at the Memorial stadium. 


Balconies will extend on the two 


sides and south end of the building. 
A battery of double dpors will lead 
from the main entrance into the 
lobby Where ticket-takers will be 
stationed.

University of Nebraska has had its

woman who a few years ago was 
recognized 
by 
one of 
Lincoln's 


leading luncheon clubs with a dis- 
tinguished service 
medal for her 


contribution to the advancement of 
music in Nebraska—Mrs. Carrie B. 
Raymond. 


The organ was installed in Me- 


morial hall immediately following 
the close of the Trans-Mississippi 
exposition, held m Omaha in 1899. 
It was taken from the pipe organ 


exhibit, having been sold by 
the 


makers at a .sacrifice, 
it is said, 


rather than to be left there or re- 
turned to the factory. 


Installation of 
the 
instrument 


brought to the university Its first- 
gift, it is claimed. If it was not 
the first, it was the first of import- 
ance. 


"When it was 
learned that the 


instrument could be bought for an 
exceptionally 
low 
price, 
old 
"grads" of the school immediately 
set to work in an errort to raise 
money by subscription.

In Possession of Armory, Free 
To Enlarge Athletic Activities 


An after 
dinner 
speaker 
re- 
cently declared that the modern 
tendency seems to be "db not grow 
older and do not grow up. It may 
be all very well not to 
grow 
older/ the speaker added, "but bj 
all means we should all grow up." 
Although there are exceptions, 
Americans are 
growing up. But 
are they growing older? . 
There are those who assert they 
are. On the other hand, there are 
those who just as staunchly af- 
firm they are not, and point to 
good looking middle-aged men and 
women, healthy, hardy, vigorous, 
full of vim and life; light of step 
and fu^l of spirit; and always ready 
for almost any sort of game. They 
look but little, if any, older than 
their own children, even though 
they may have passed middle age. 


Why? 
America is fast becoming a. na- 


tion of athletes; a nation of peo- 
ple who take plenty of exercise. 
The entire country participates in 
athletics in some form and is da- 
ing it more every day. 
This is true because people have 
come to learn the value of exer- 
cise as a builder of body, mind and 
nerve 
forces. 
They have also 
learned that-exercise is a vital fac- 
tor in the development of char- 
acter, the great force 
for 
good 
upon which 
the 
very existence 


of the nation depends. Exercise 
makes men strong physically, men- 
tally and morally. It makes men 
alert and ever ready to grasp 
opportunity; ready for any emer- 
gency. 
There waa a time when only a 
few 
took 
part 
in any athletic 


g-ames and then only the male of 
the species participated; woman 
never, unless she was "bold" and 
dared risk being called a "tom- 
boy." 


But all this has changed. Now 
men and women, boys and girls, 
old and young and middle-aged go 
in for athletics with a. zest, and one 
Is not more an enthusiast than an- 
other. Some go to the Y. M. C. A. 
Others -attend 
the Y. W. C. A., 
clubs, and community center gym- 
nasium classes 
And nowhere is 


a. echool considered complete if it 
is without its gymnasium, however 
small. 


City Program*. 


So extensive has become this de- 


sire for and belief In exercise that 
cities have taken it up. They pro- 
vide means for those who have no 
other way of looking' after 
their 


physical well being. 
Grounds and 
apparatus of every description are 
supplied under an expert director, 
and every twelve months thousands 
benefit physically from exercise at 
play. 


This angle of municipal activity 


is known as a recreational program 
and Is being carried 
on because 


business men have learned that the 
best employes are the 
happy em- 


ployes, and that the happy employe 
is the one who is healthy, and that 
the best way to gain 
health and 


keep it is to exercise indoors and 
out. 
Hence, in 
Lincoln, business 


men have approved a recreational 
program that includes every month 
in tho year. 
It provides equally 


for the women and girls and the 
men and boys. 
In this 
age, no 


program of recreation or physical 
exercise would be complete if the 
women and girls were excluded. 


Not only is the health and wel- 


fare of Its citizens given attention 
by municipalities. So also are they 
the first considerations of the large 
colleges 
and 
universities, 
grade 


schools and high schools. 


In the colleges and 
universities 


this side of student life is directed 
by departments which 
give their 


every energy 
to 
the 
work—the 


athletic departments. 
The 
men's 


activities are directed by coaches 
in the collegiate competitive events, 
and Instructors who give their at- 
tention to the health of the entire 
student body. The same is true of 
the women's department. 


Women Come Into Own. 


At the University 
of Nebraska 


the men have been enjoying un- 
usual opportunities compared with 
those provided for the women. 
As 


Kood as they arc, 
however, their 


quarters havo been 
Inadequate to 


the needs. But a change has come. 


Next Saturday night the athletic 


department dedicates a new 
field 


house 
at 
Thirteenth 
and 
Vine 
streets. It is a new athletic home 
for the men, and soon they will va- 
cate 
Memorial 
hall, 
which 
has 


housed them for so many years. 


When the men go into their new 


quarters the women will come into 
their own and begin 
the greatest 


development of their 
athletic de- 


partment 
in 
university 
history. 


They will take over the Armory 
and for the first time start framing 
what will eventually become an- 
all-year program. 


Recreational activities for the en- 
tire woman student body, with in- 
dividual attention to a much larg- 
er 
group than at 
present, for 
health's sake in an all-year effort, 
will feature the new program, ac- 
cording to Miss Mabel Lee, direc- 
tor.With no increase in the equip- 
ment, hygiene will be stressed and 
creative dancing will be offered on 
a large scale. 
Individual attention is needed by 
» large number of girls in the uni- 
versity. Miss Lee says. There are 
already 200 taking the work, .but 
there should be as many more. 
To Start Competition. 
As soon as the new quarters are 
occupied it is the purpose of Miss 


Lee to start competitions in hockey. 
soccer, 
many 
basketball, baseball 
other 
sports for 
and 
girls. 
Through these competitions 
she 
hopes to stimulate Interest In in- 
ter-dormitory. Inter-sorority and 
inter-class 
competition, 
placing 
girl's athletic games on a higher 
plane and at the same time build- 
ing a finer spirit and a larger ac- 
quaintance among the women stu- 
dents. 
When it has a 
building of Its 
own the .department will have a 
better opportunity to work 
and 
every effort will be made to in- 
crease the Interest of 
women in 
recreational work. There are now 
but 1.400 in the classes where there 
should be 2,500, the number of wo- 
men there are in the university. 
Miss Lee says. 


A definite amount of work is re- 
quired of every woman in the uni- 
versity before graduation. How- 
ever, Juniors and 
seniors are not 
doing the work they should. Un- 
der the changed conditions it will 
be possible to give a great deal 


"although there will be no startling 
change in the program. 
"Under the new conditions there 
will be a larger number of women 
In the department. Th«r* will be 
more instructors and we will b« 
_t>.e to carry the work into th« 
summer school, making an all year 
prygra.ni. All of this will reflect in 
the girla. Th« more fit physically 
the girls are when they return to 
their homes after graduation, the 


more will their home communities 
benefit by their having attended 
the university. They will be bet- 
ter citl*ens; they will have gotten a 
better education through 
better 
health, and all of this will be re- 
flected in the community. 


"I have great hopes for wh»t th« 
woman's athletic department of th» 
university will now be able to do 
for the state of Nebraska."

league baseball. 
'When a boy is a college student 


and fighting only for the slory and 
the athletic uplift of his alma ma- 
ter, there's nothing to 
compare 
with him in daring, in courage or 
in the will to win. He gladly risks 
life and limb in the effort for vic- 
tory; nothing is impossible in his 
eyes—and he stops at nothing to 
advance tlje cause for his college. 
"That spirit, carried In toto onto 


major league fields, would 
come 
close to making a mighty- »tar out 
of every good 
college 
baseball 


player. But the funny part of it 
all is that when the boys" get a 
chance—and are pa,i4 big money for 
doing it—to immortalize themselves 
as big leaguers, well—the big bulk 
of them just blow their opportuni- 
ty.

Js early fifty- five . years ago, .a 


group of men, with 
some •women 


and a few children, alighted from 
a mixture of box cars and pas- 
seng-er cars, which comprised the 
emigrrant train of the Union Pacific. 


They had left Omaha at 6 o'clock 


the previous evening1 and it was 
then 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 


Twenty hours had been consumed 
in a journey of some 150 miles. The 
roaring monster of "the prairie made 
about ten miles p*r hour. 


But that group was thankful for 


the 
slow 
little 
train. 
It 
had 


brought them to the land of their 
hopes and of their dreams. 
On that Friday, April 7. 1S71, the 


men and 
women saw 
one house, 


the section 
house, and a country 


black, bleak, and desolate from a 
uralrle fire that had swept over it 
five days previously. 


If It didn't look as they had hoped 
their new home site would, if the 
bruised 
prairies 
stretching 
un- 


broken to infinity hurt them, if the 
old homes seemed very distant in 
this endless new land, there was a 
certain exhilaration in the thought 
of founding: new homes in an al- 
most unknown country, in bringing 
grains and . foodstuffs from these 
plains ,and In growing with a new 
country. 
This group, and others who to- 


taled 140 families, were the orig- 
inal colonists at Gibbon in Buffalo 
county. 
That Vumber came from 


the east, lured by the pictures of 
the country given by one Colonel 
Thorp, and settled at Gibbon and 
the vicinity between April 7, 1S71 
and the same date of the next year. 


Only One Lest Courage. 


Of the first comers, only one re- 


turned, to the east. 
The others 
fixed up box cars standing on the 
sidings and arranged fairly com- 
fortable living quarters for a time. 
Some lived in passenger cars tem- 
porarily. sleeping in the aisles be- 
tween the seats. 
The day of arrival, 
the section 


men placed a box car on a spur and 
an agent of the railroad, who had I 
accompanied 
the 
colonists 
from 


Omaha, set up his telegraph in- 
strument. and opened the Gibbon 
station. S. C. Ayer, a colonist, at 
once moved into the box car sta- 
tion, making it his home for a 
time. 
On Thursday. April 6, two 
box 
cars, loaded with 
two teams of 
horses, wagons, and other emigrant 
necessities Including some lumber. 

A 
small shanty, used as both kitchen 
and dining room, was immediately 
built, and 
Gibbon had its

original colonists

cam* to the site of Gibbon, who had 
remained firm in their determina- 
tion to settle there, in spite of the 
fascinations of other sites, as told 
them by land agents 
along the 


route, who had braved the crossing 
of th« Missouri In a. scow, and who 
bad gazed on the barren ground 
that spring1 day, only seven are 
known to be living.

Originally a Soldiers* Colony. 
Gibbon 
originated as a soldiers' 


fr«» homestead colony, with Col. 
John Thorp of "West Farmington. 
O., *M the organizer. During 
the 
winter of 1870-71, Col. Thorp had 
advertised his 
colony in 
eastern 
newspapers, "these advertisements 
setting forth In rather glowing col- 
or* th» desirable features of 'free 
home* — free lands' along- the line of 
th» Union Pacific railroad in Ne- 
braska," according to Mr. Bassett. 
H« •mphaslied that soldiers could 
homestead ISO acres of these lands 
•within th« railroad Hmlts. 
To encourage the building of tha 
railroad, the government granted 
th« Union Pacific one-half of all 
lands for twenty miles on each side 
of th« railroad bed,' giving the rail- 
road about 100,000 acres of land. 
Until «ettl*rs could be persuaded 
to tak« homestead and pre-emp- 
tion claims and begin settlement of 
tht country, the railroad could not 
~«*U Its lands. In 1870. 
when the 
road received title to its lands, ar- 
nunftmenta wer« made with Col. 
Thorp to locate a colony on home- 
•taade and pre-emption* in Buffalo 
county. 
A mwntenhip fee of »2 was re- 
quired of those who joined the ex- 
pedition, but the membemhip was 
not limited to former soldiers. A 
certificate was issued to those who 
joined, but according te Mr. Bas- 
sett. there never was such an or- 
ganization as the "Soldier's Free 
Homestead Colony," other than as 
a financial venture on the part of 
Colonel Tnorp. Even after the ar- 
rival at 
Gibbon, .no organisation 
was psrfeeud and no Hat of 
mem- 
ber* officially recorded. 


Colonists -who came from points 


east of Buffalo met in that city 
April 4. 1S71, and that contingent 
met Colonel 
Thorp and an Ohio 


group in Chicago, Special cars were 
provided on the Rock Island for 
the colonists, a strange group, rep- 
resenting practically all the east- 
ern and middle states. The major- 


ity of the 
colonists 
were men, 


whose families came at a later date, 
but some of the 
more intrepid 


brought families -with them. 


The journey 
ended 
abruptly at 


Council Bluffs, the terminus of the 
railroad. There was no station, but 
passengers, mail, express, and bag-- 
gage were unceremoniously dumped 


out on the prairie. 
The baggage 


passengers, and freight was trans- 
ferred across the Missouri by a 
scow. 
It was snubbed against the 


bank at a different place each day, 
no wharf having been provided. 


Grateful for a safe journey and 


strength to -build new homes, the 
colonists held their first religious 


services on the Sunday after their 
arrival. April 10, 1S71. There was 
no church, nor were there "God's 
first "temples." but the worshipped 
used the open prairie and the sky 
for a chuch. 
Rev. Josiah Allen, a. 


member of the 
colony, 
preached, 


and C. Putnam, 
another colonist, 


spoke briefly. 


The 
weather 
for the first few 


days had been kind to the all but 
shelterless colonists, but Sunday af- 
ternoon they had their -irst feeling 
of pioneer life and knew that a Ne- 
braska April is a temperamental 
thing-. 
Snow began to fall about 2 


o'clock, and by Monday morning- the 
snow was piled as high as the cars 


in which the colonists were staying. 
The force of the wind drove the 
snow through the ventilators and 
windows and door frames so that 
seats, 
be'dding, and 
floors 
were 


soaked. Monday, the railroad tele- 
graphed to take

women 
and

As each of the colonists wishsd 


to locate a. claim as near as pos- 
sible to the proposed villag-e of Gib- 
bort, it was voted at the first offi- 
cial meeting- on April 12 that choice 
for such location should be deter- 
mined by lot. Two or more were al- 
lowed to draw tog-ether, so that they 
migtit. have adjoining- claims. Sbrty- 
two persons took part in the draw.- 
ing-. divided Into twenty-eight lots. 


After the claims had been located, 


arrangements 
were 
made 
with 


County Judge Patrick "Walsh to 
open an office In a box car so that 
entries could be made. He received 
a fee of SI for each entry, and the 
government fee was SI 4 for a quar- 
ter section. 


Having 
secured 
their 
claims, 


homes became an Important consid- 
eration and as the majority of the 
homesteaders were persons of small 
means, two families often lived to- 
g-ether in one house, the location' 
being- on the line between the two 
claims. 
Often two or more fami- 


lies owned a team, wagon, and plow 
in common. 
Some lived In dugr- 


outs,' some in sod houses, and a few 
in frame houses. These houses were 
12x16 
feet in size, 
S 
feet 
hlgrh, 


boarded up with one thickness of 
boards, battened, and with a shlnsrle 
roof. The furniture consisted gen- 
erally of a stove, bed, and three 
chairs. 


Life 
was 
not 
easy 
for these 


pioneer men and 
women, as MV. 


Bassett recalls. 
Stern 
conditions 


faced them and it took all their 
hardihood to withstand them. They 
were persons of limited means, and 
prices were high. About one-half 
of the colonists were without prac- 
tical experience even in their home 
communities. This was a new coun- 
try, generally considered unsuited 
for crops, and 
was 
destitute of 


timber for either fuel or building- 
purposes, of coal, of stone. Isolated 
except for a single railroad. It was 
200 miles away, from its base of 
supplies. 


When Oxen Roamed ths Land. 
"Oxen were 
largely, used 
for 


teams," Mr. Bassett says, "they cost 
less to purchase, required no ex- 
pense for. harness, other than a 
yoke, and required no grain ration. 
The sudden and 
unusual demand 


inflated prices, oxen selling: lor from 
$150 
to $250 per yoke. Cows sold 


for from $50 to $60. A four yeeks' 
old pig. razorback 
breed, cost J5 


and hens 50 cents each. A quite 
common price paid 
for 
breaking 


prairie was' ?5 per acre. Potatoes 
were $1 a bushel, corn meal J2 per 
100 pounds, and pine lumber from 
$30 to ?40 per 1,000.'" 


Other difficulties confronted th« 


colonists. 
Many of them did not 


realize the relationship existinr be- 
tween the growing season -and ths 
altitude of the land, and were dis- 
charged when seeds sent from the 
east did not mature satisfactorily. 
Insect depredations caused 
many 


failures and partial failures of the 
Colonists' crops. The ahrd, bars 
prairie, unprotected by growth of 
any kind after the fire, did not re- 
tain the moisture. 


Immediately after filing for the 


homesteads. Aaron "".Vard engaged 
in the lumber business and I. IX 
LaBarre opened mercantile stores. 
T. D. LaBarre at 
once secured a 


considerable 
line 
of poods 
and 


opened for business in a box car on 
the siding, until such time as his 
store was ready for occupancy. His 
was the first building completed in 
Gibbon, and the first to be painted. 


June 26, 1871. in a 12 by 1« foot 


wing of the first dwelling house 
erected In Gibbon, a public school 
was 
opened, 
with Mrs. Frank 


Chamberlain as the teacher. Her 
wages were $35 per month. Friday, 
Uecember 5, 1871, work was begrun 
on the first school house In the 
village. 
It wa* 22 by 32 feet in 


size, and was set on blocks, without 
other foundation, and was neither 
lathed nor plastered until after the 
close of the first term of school. The 
pupils did no* suffer from super- 
heat that year.

A continuing demand for good 


farm lands in Nebraska is found 
by Manager G. A. Bryant of the 
real estate department of the state 
guaranty fund commission in local- 
ities visited by him during the past 
three weeks, during- which time he 
has made a number of sales at sat- 
isfactory prices. 


Around Nellgh he 
disposed 
of 
eight quarter sections sit substan- 
tial figures, most of this land go- 
ing to farmers who expect to op- 
erate it themselves. In 1'olk coun- 
tv one sale was made at $140 an 
a'c're Other farms and urban real 
estate have been sold in 
various 
parts of Nebraska, and in Kansas 
and Wyoming. 
These aie some of the properties 


taken over by the guaranty fund 
commission among the assets 
of 


failed banks, which had been com- 
pelled to take the real estate un- 
der mortgages when borrowerers 
were unable several years ago to 
repay their loans. Speaking- of Ins 
success m turning the lands and 
lots into cash for the guaranty 
fund, Mr. Bryant said: 
"Most of the sales that have been 
made by the commission are cash 
settlements as soon as deeds are 
furnished. Private in\estors 
-who 
have been, for the past 
several 
\ears, loaning money on farms at 
6 per cent interest or better, are 
having their money returned 
to 
them by the payment of these loans, 
either out of proceeds from the land 
or by re-financing of the 
loan 


through other channels at a much 
reduced rate of interest. Not con- 
tent with a 3 or 4 per cent return, 
many of these investors are now 
seeking; 
investments 
in 
farm 


lands.Plan Greater Production. 
"Many residents owning- 
lands 
in western Nebraska and elsewhere 
have received substantial returns 
from rentals for the past season and 
a large number of these who were 
anxious to dispose of their lands a 
;>car ago, have now taken ii off of 
the market or have increased their 
prices materially. The prospect for 
-wheat in i\ cstcrn Nebraska is es- 
pecially promising. In the irrigated 
districts the increased price 
of 
beets in some sections and the new 
or much improved irrigation pro- 
jects m otheis have brought about 
a much more optimistic state 
of 


mind- 
Whene 
the 
owners 
had 
Ihought of giving up their land be- 
cause of heavy encumbrances, they 
now see the new possibilities and 
are going ahead with the improve- 
ment of their places and plans for 
greater production. 
"Ranch lands are also attracting 


now interest, the cattle man is be- 
ing re-financed, ranches are being 
re-stocked and the "ranch business 
in general is fast getting back to a 
sound basis. 
"There is evidence of rene-wed 
action •with the paint brush, ham- 
mer, saw and wire stretcher. The 
gradual depreciation of farm build- 
ings will to a large 
degree 
be 
started during the coming season 
and farmers and ranch men will 
again dress up their improvements. 
This •nil! add to the return of pros- 
perity and 
home pride 
of

farmer. 
"Nebraska, standing 
out as it 
does in advance of other states In 
its return to 
normal 
prosperity, 


owes much of its progress in this 
direction and quick recovery of bal- 
ance, to the excellent banking- Jaws 
of the state and especially to its 
guaranty fund svstem."

Vilson of the state health bureau, 
lealtng with contagious and infec- 
ious diseases. Only 4.52<L_cMes of 
hese maladies were reported wlth- 
n the year. 
This is an average of only 3 cases 
per 1,000 population for the entire 
year. It is only 87 cases per -week 
for the -whole state, or less than 1 
case per week for each of the 93 
counties. 
This exhibit does not reflect the 


absolutely true conditions, 
Chief 


Wilson says, because some cases 
are not officially reported. How- 
ever, he regards them as fairly sat- 
sfactory proof that Nebraska is 
•easonably free from communicable 
diseases and that local health agen- 
iies are becoming more efficient in 
:he prevention of epidemics. 
' Nearly 20 per cent of all the cases 
reported—851 out 
of 
4,520—was 
scarlet fever. 
It did Hot get an 
alarming foothold in any one com- 
munity, but was quite generally 
distributed over the entire state.

FROM LIFE. 


* Touth, with Us feverish, unquenchable thirst for 


excitement and activity, with Its supreme disdain for 
the traditions and the conventions of the past, and 
with its premature knowledge of the intimate secrets 
of life, has been giving: "the parents of America 
plenty to think about recently. 


Touth Is In revolt. 
It wants to taste of the pleasures and joys of life 


today and not tomorrow. It wants to discover all 
there Is to know without delay. It is most impa- 
tient. Touth is not far different from the boys and 
the girls of yesterday In this respect. It has the 
same flaming enthusiasms, the same buoyant zest 
in living which has always characterized those look- 
ing out upon life for the first time. But unlike the 
young men and young women of other days, youth 
has succeeded in breaking down the barriers. It has 
slipped away from old moorings. It has succeeded m 
a large measure In shattering parental control, due. 
primarily to the fact that fathers and mothers do 
not make the responsibility of raising children their 
business. Youth has now sallied forth on a joyrlde 
which must give rise to the disturbing and disquiet- 
ing reflections. 


The following extract Is taken from the records 


of the Lincoln police force, with the names and 
places eliminated: 


At 12:35 a rn, the people who live at 
reported to the police station that there was a dis- 
turbance of some kind outside of their house and 
Officers Maroney and Schrupp were detailed there 
to investigate.

There is more of this filfth, so disgusting as to be 


unbelievable. 
, 


There Isn't a single reason why this \ile mess 


should be spread upon a printed page except that a 
slumbering public Is richly entitled to be kicked and 
cuffed. 
The fathers and mothers of today deserve 


to be shocked and jolted. They need to appreciate 
where their generosity and their misplaced kindness 
is leading 
We know of no way of bringing It home 


more forcefully than employing the harsh, brutal 
language of this police officer, who compiled the 
record of this incident as It is given. 


Parental control has broken down. 
Filial obedience and respect has very largely dis- 


appeared. 
Fathers and mothers and sons and daughters all 


must assume a certain amount of responsibility. We 
have been far too busy for the sober, serious, most im- 
portant task of child-rearing. It has interfered too 
much with our own pleasures and our own business 
interests. Son and daughter have been left to their 
own devices because we have not had the spare min- 
utes to engage them in friendly visits and to attain 
their confidence. What shall be said of the parents 
who permit their daughter to attend dances with 
comparative strangers, to roam about at all hours of 
the night without chaperone and at places unknown? 
Is there any sympathy to be wasted upon them or any 
consideration to be shown them if their daughter 
goes astray? In what kind of homes are these young 
men, reared? Where do they get their ideas of life? 
Haven't they ever been taught to reverence woman- 
hood so that their innate sense of chivalry would 
make such an Incident as Is related in this report 
impossible: Boys and girls look to age and experi- 
ence for their first conceptions of life. 
The first 


lesson of all Is obedience. Man is a beast until ho 


vhas learned to discipline himself. 
The very first 


lessons are taught upon the father's knee—kindly 
perhaps, more vigorous and harshly if need be. 


Parental control must reassert itself In this country. 
The mothers and fathers must take the young 


people in hand and see to it that youth is made to 
mind. They must inculcate clean, pure and whole- 
some ideals—obedience, respect, love, humility, chiv- 
alry towards all mankind 
They are tho most en- 


nobling qualities of character. 
* 
* « 


We do not believe this incident accurately or faith- 


fully reflects youth today. We do not believe any 
considerable number of our boys and our girls are 
unspeakably vile and depraved. Many of them are 
as clean and wholesome in their thoughts and in 
their attitude toward life aa we would wish them to 
be 
But we do know that incidents such as have 


'"been detailed are becoming all too common and they 
should bestir us to action. It will not require any 
laws or any more policemen. It ,will simply mean 
that you and I and the rest of us will have to stay 
homo with our children more than we are today, that 
•we will have to do a better joh of gaining their con- 
fidence, and that we will have to know more about 
them than most of us do now. 


THE MOST DEADLY MONTH. 


The month of highest mortality in the United States 


Is about to beBin, for as a rule more people die 
during: February than any other month In the year. 
Occa»lonally March leads In this respect, but not 
frequently. The record shows that more than half 
the death!, 84 per cent, to be exact, occur during the 
four cold month*. Those who have made a study of 
the matter have come to the conclusion that this 
is because of climatic conditions, but they say that 
ithese conditions are to be found within doors, rather 
than out of doors. 


It Is pointed out In this connection that the air in 


living rooms In winter is exceedingly dry, the hu- 
midity rarely being more than half as high as it 
should be. Under such conditions the dust content 
of the air, which should not exceed 20,000 particles 
to the cubic inch, 1* very often three times as great. 
FttTthermore, with steam liftat there Is but slight 


movement of-air Indoors and people mr» Immerse'd In 
dry, stagnant air, day and night. This Is deadly. 


Then again, people are more Inclined to overlive 


In the winter time. They consume much more food 
and It Is not of as desirable a character a* that 
eaten In other seasons. They attend function after 
function and do not allow themselves time for'the 
proper amount of rest. Then when the break conies 
they imprison themselves In the dry, stagnant air 
and "nature doe* the rest." Power of resistance Is 
lacking. 


During the year 1924, according to the government 


census report, there were 176,871 deaths from heart 
disease, 91,941 from 
apoplexy and 
88,862 
from 


Bright's disease. 
None of these is communicable 


and all are regarded by authorities as being in the 
main avoidable. They are traceable to abnormal and 
improper living, such as many people of these United 
States are prone to indulge In during the C9lder 
months and are the price paid for ignorance and In- 
difference to proper life rules. 


Science has, during the past few years, greatly pro- 


longed the average span of life', but much of this is 
due to the preserving of youthful life and conquering 
such diseases of childhood as 
diphtheria, scarlet 


fever and kindred maladies.. Most adults refuse to 
allow the prolongation of their lives. 


CLOTURE AND THE SENATE. 


Notwithstanding Mr. Dawes and his crusade to re- 


form the rules of the United States senate, that body 
has given the country a very excellent demonstra- 
tion that it knows how to govern itself when occa- 
sion demands. 


Cloture, the rule of limited debate, is rarely em- 


ployed in the senate. That fact gave Mr. Dawes an 
opportunity to launch a series of thrnsts at the senate 
rules. He had a sympathetic audience when he 
started in last summer because there are many In 
this country who believes the senate wastes too much 
time in debate. Mr. Dawes was particularly fiery in 
his denunciation of filibustering tactics which im- 
peded and delayed business 


Then along came the world court debate. The 


overwhelming sentiment of the senate was In favor 
of American membership with the necessary reserva- 
tions to meet republican objections. A small group 
of irreconcilables were as determined to defeat'the 
•world court as they were fiv* years ago when the • 
league of nations was under discussion. They pro- 
posed to talk the world court to death. They opened 
the debate and kept it humming merrily for about a 
week. Then the senate majority asserted itself. It 
adopted the rule of cloture. The debate ended and 
the senate proceeded to approve the proposal for 
American membership In the world court. The in- 
cident is interesting because it shows that when 
sentiment is sufficiently crystallized, no minority, no 
matter how stubborn or wilful In its opposition, can 
defeat the expressed desires of the American people. 
The senate rules did not prove an obstacle to speedy 
and prompt consideration of the world court Issue. 
The discussion was not unduly prolonged. 
It was 


intended to be and probably -was helpful. 


It is further evidence that ex-Senator Beveridge 


spoke words of wisdom when he declared that noth- 
ing m the senate rules had ever prevented the Ameri- 
can people from securing what they desired in the 
way of legislation. On th other hand the freedom of 
debate has many times averted Ill-timed and hasty 
legislation-.

NEBRASKA'S NEW FIELD HOUSE. 


Completion of the magnificent new Field house at 


the University of Nebraska graphically indicates the 
gro-nth and development of athletics at the Corn- 
husker institution. 


This fine building, and the stadium, an equally 


impressive piece of construction, have been added to 
the campus of the state university with little or no 
expense to the taxpayers. 
When completed they 


will represent an investment considerably in "excess 
of a million dollars. 
The expenditures for the Sta- 


dium were approximately $500,000, raised by popular 
subscription and from 
the 
surplus from football 


games. When the oval is completed, by the construc- 
tion of the two ends, the stadium will represent an 
investment of $750,000. Contracts for the Field house 
to date, which have already been let, call for an 
outlay of $425,000. 
That represents the completed 


building with the exception of some stage equipment, 
a swimming pool and some additional athletic rooms 
in the basement. 


When It Is recalled that none of this money has 


come from the funds provided for the maintenance, 
support and development of the university but has 
been raised through popular subscription or through 
profits of the athletic board, a better conception of 
the financial side of college athletics is gained 


The Field house will perform a three-fold service 


at the university which has been very pressing in 
recent years. These have been stated in the follow- 
ing language: 


"(1)—It will be the indoor home of the Cornhusker 
teams, including basketball, track, .wrestling, boxing, 
and general gymnasium purposes. There will be a 
maximum of six full size basketball courts within 
the building, furnishing, we believe, sufficient floor 
space to develop intramural basketball for all men 
students, as well as to develop varsity basketball, 
placing it on a par with basketball as developed at 
the present time m the Big Ten schools. 


"(2)—This buiding, we believe, will come to be the 


center of under-graduate student social life. 
The 


main auditorium will furnish a dance floor adequate 
to accommodate fifteen hundred couples at one time. 
A concourse twelve feet wide running around both 
sides and one end of the main auditorium, can be 
easily converted Into a parlor for use in connection 
with social activities. Cloak rooms and rest rooms 
for men and women are being built in the basement 
for use solely in connection with the social side of 
the building 
These rooms will be entirely separate 


from the athletic rooms in the basement It is our 
hops that the large all university mixers, military 
ball. Pan Hellenic and other important social events 
of the under-graduate life will be held in the future 
in this building. 
"(3)—As an auditorium, the building is of ample 


size to house the largest assemblies of the university 
during the winter period as well as the university 
commencement in June. The stage is of ample size 
to accommodate one thousand persons, this being the 
number of graduates each year. It is our hope that 
the community may use the auditorium for the larger 
and more important gatherings where an important 
public speaker might expect to draw a crowd of eight 
or ten thousand persons, or where a musical program 
or a concert such as John McCormack might draw 
a sufficiently large sized crowd to fill this building." 


The university Is to be congratulated 
upon tho

On the newly broken prairie, the 


crops grown the first year of the

ranch—one of the extensive raaches 
that had been 
there 
before 
the 


homesteadmg days of the colonists 
—was a 100 acres or more of "old" 
land, land that had been previously 
tilled, and some of the 
colonists 


rented from five to ten acres of 
this land, planting it to corn amd 
potatoes. 
The corn yielded about 


forty bushels per acre and the pota- 
toes about 150 bushels per acre. On 
the newly plowed soil no weed.s ex- 
cept the easily exterminated tumble 
weeds, grew, and the crops * ere al- 
lowed full opportunity to grow.

Chester Wittell is giving a series 


of eight histrolcal piano recitals un- 
der the auspices of the Music club 
of Reading, Pa,. In the auditorium of 
the Woman's club. In presenting this 
series of the club hoped to stimulate 
a greater interest in a thorough 
study of thep lano from its cultural 
side, an aim in which the organiza- 
tion has been eminently successful, 
the critics continually praising- Mr. 
Wittell for giving reading musicians 
and music lovers an opportunity to 
hear such a wide rang eof piano 
literature. 
It is interesting to note that his 


series of recitals is based 
upon a. 
plan first conceived and carried out 
by Anton Rubinstein, who« chrono- 
logically summarized the literature 
of the piano in eight historical pro- 
grams which he presented seventy- 
five years ago in Moscow, Vienna, 
Berlin, I ondon and Paris. Mr. Wit- 
tell states that such a series lias 
since been essayed in Europe by 
several notable pianists and at least 
twice—bv Gabrilowttsch and Hutch- 
eson —in America, the object being 
to illustrate In sequential order the 
history and development of piano 
music from the earliest to the pres- 
ent time, devoting an entire recital 
to each school or epoch, or, as in the 
case of Beethoven, 
Schumann, 
Chopin and Liszt to each composer. 
Owing to the extensive literature of 
the piano it is not surprising that 
Mr. Wittell has had to omit many 
important works on his programs, 
and he states that his selection, 
therefore has been influenced by the 
necessity for the strictest economy 
In time. The stamp which popular 
approval has put upon certain com- 
positions has also been, taken into 
consideration. However, as Mr. Wit- 
tell states, these compositions ex- 
press the composer's peculiar Idiom 
as well as those less familiar.

They've lived so much of it in 


their twelve or thirteen years that 
an atlas is one of the seven non- 
essentials of the world.

Chaplin's house in a minute, and 
if a strange, towered, city landed 
in our midst, they only say "So this 
is New York." 
The pupils at the school on the 


hill are the most cosmopolitan In 
the city, for they've come from the 
four points of the United States, 
and at least one of them crossed the 
water for -his schooling. 


Diners and lounge cars and Pull- 


mans aren't delicious dreams to a 
good share of the boys and girls out 
there. Dinner in the diner is as bor- 
ing as the semester examinations 
and a night on the train doesn't 
thrill them half as much as the 
sound of the 3 o'clock bell.

The Times correspondent summar- 
izes Professor DeBaufre's opinions 
in part as follows: "Civilization as 
it is organized today and with it 
the possibility of leisure from the 
immediate struggle for existence to 
be devoted to research and philos- 
ophy, to the arts and pleasures of 
life, depends more directly on me- 
chanical power than on any other 
factor. This conclusion was pressed 
with force and eloquence by Pro- 
fessor DeBaufre in an address re- 
cently delivered at the University 
of Nebraska 
The most direct av- 
enues towards the solution, of the 
problem of preventing a return to 
man-power with its 
consequent 
disintegration of civilization are to 
he sought, according to Dr. De- 
Baufre, in researches to 
improve 


the combustion of fuels, the pro- 
duction of mechanical power from 
the heat of 
combustion, and the 


better utilization of the mechani- 
cal power obtained. When even the 
"most modern locomotive is draw- 
ing a train along the best-laid line 
almost all the work is 
used in 


overcoming frictional 
resistances 


against the air and rails, and in the 
bearings. 
If we would save our 


civilisation w« must learn not to 
waste the mechanical 
power on 


which it is based."

$30,000,000 worth of grain by the 
ravages of insects, is the statement 
made by Mrs. A. E. Sheldon, in 'A 
Talk on Nebraska Birds by a Bird 
Lover" at the Business Women s 
League dinner Thursday evening. 
This loss is in spite of tho fact 
that, including all-the-year 
birds, 


those which rear their young here, 
and the migratory birds, there are 
430 species of birds in the state, 
shp said. 
Nebraska is far enough south to 


attract many birds for their winter 
sojourn and far enough north for 
southern birds as a winter resort, 
says Mrs. Sheldon, and as it is in 
lino with the old Oregon and other 
ancient trails, so it is in line for 
the bird trails as they cross tho 
country at different seasons. 
Mrs. 


Sheldon told of keeping watch on 
a pair of birds through one whole 
season, from 4:30 a. m., until night 
each day, never leaving the nest 
unwatched, and of the mother s 
cara and learning in rearing tho 
voung 
She spoke of the marvelous 


manner in which they prepared the 
food for the baby birds, and the 
mystery Of where they learned all 
this lore, -when human parents find 
It so difficult 
to know the 
best 


methods for rearing families.

have more varieties of birds than 
Nebraska, she declared. These are 
Texas, because 
of its size, 
and

Better Than Ground Wire. 
A metal window frame or door 
that is not grounded may be used 
as a counterpoise and will often 
give better results than a ground 
wire that runs direct to earth. 


Value of Voltmeter. 
Install a voltmeter on the panel 


of a .set using four or more dry 
cell tubes. 
This will enable any- 
one to see at all times the exact 
amount of voltage on the filaments. 
If three or more volts are exceed- 
ed on the filament of a tube, it will 
not last long. 


Causet of Noiies. 
Very often the trouble in noisy 
sets can be traced to dirty prongs 
on the tubes, as well as poor con- 
tact with the springs in the sock- 
ets. 
In quite a few cases it has 
been found. that the wire in the 
loud, speaker cord is fraye.d, caus- , 
ing a -scratchy sound in the horn. 
Try reversing the tips in the plugs. 


An Inexpeniive Iniulator. 
A cheap but serviceable aerial 
Insulator can be made by using a 
quart bottle. Bore a hole through 
the pole where the insulator is to 
be placed. JBut the neck of the bot- 
tle-through the hole and fasten the 
aerial wire • to it. If the neck of 
the bottle is too short, cut out a 
place; on 
priei side of the pole. 


A Beauty Hint. 


The • original beauty of a 
radio 
cabinet can be preserved by first 
wiping off the dust with a piece of 
cheesecloth 
and then applying a 
mixture of equal parts of benzine, 
and paraffin oil. Finally, all traces 
of, the oil should 
be thoroughly 
polished away, 
Regular rubbing 
with oil in this way will not only 
preserve the-finish of the 
cabinet, 


but •' actually improve it In 
the 
course of 
time. In no 
circum-- 
stances should a prepared polish 
be used, nor any Mnd of oil other 
than, paraffin. 


Reverie "A" Battery Connections. 
A weakening of the "A" battery 


will cause a sudden dropping off of 
signal strength. The storage bat- 
tery, when it needs a recharge, gen- 
erally drops suddenly, and the low- 
er brilliancy of filament indicates 
a weakening current. No matter 
What type of circuit is employed, 
it Is always a good idea to reverse 
th« "A" battery connections.

Mr. Collins believes that sci- 


entific names are often confusing 
to laymen who are not 
familiar 


with the terminology of science, 
and are uninteresting to a laree 
proportion of the Museum's visit- 
ors. For example, a group of birds 
which includes the orioles, black- 
birds, and grackles. has the scien- 
tific name "Icterldae." 
The new 
label for this group will explain 
that the name is derived from the 
Latin word "icterus" which means 
a small yellow bird, the sight of 
which was once said to be a cure 
for jaundice, which ailment was 
also once called icterus. 
Another 


example is a family of owls known 
to scientists as "Strigidae." In ad- 
dition to this name, the new label 
will explain that the word Is de- 
rived from the Latin "strlx" which 
means a horned owl, a nacturnal 
bird which was once supposed to 
suck the blood of children in the 
cradle and to supply them 
with 


poisonous milk from its own breas'. 
Members of the Mu.s».um staff be- 
lieve that the use of such explan- 
atory labels will make the exhibits 
of much greater interest to the 
general public without interfering 
with the study of the specimens by 
persons interested In science.
